A LEOPARD IN TROUBLE. 


THE LEGISLATURE. 


The thirty-ninth session of the Wis­ 
consin legislature will adjourn sine die 
on Friday, when it will have been in ses­ 
sion one hundred and one days, wbioh 
will make it the longest session sinoe 
1862. Thtre have been six sessions of 
the legislature since the organization of 
the state government when the sessions 
extended over IOO days—1853, 122 dajBj 
1856,125 days; 1858, 125 days; 1861, I i i 
days; 1862, 122 days; and 1889,101 days# 
Bills were introduced during the session 
to take from tLe treasury some three 
million dollais, but the total appropria­ 
tions for the next biennial term will be 
a little over eleven hundred thousand 
dollais, nearly one* half of this amount 
going to the charitable, reformatory and 
penal institutions. 
On the question of 
the printing investigation, the Gazette 
points with endorsement to the follow­ 
ing paragraph from the State ^Journal 
‘•The printing investigation by a joint 
committee was in progress during near­ 
ly the entire session, bat nothing was 
discovered to justify even as much as a 
suspicion of fraud or collusion on the 
part of any of the scueral persons inter­ 
ested—printers or printing commission­ 
ers; bat the inquiry may result in some 
economy to the state by being the means 
of reducing the number of state reports 
published biennially.” 
It would be a wise thing to cut down 
the volume of the state printing. The 
Bine Bock is getting too large, the two 
hage volumes 
known as '‘Governor’s 
message and accompanying documents", 
could be easily dispensed with, and the 
report of the state board of supervision 
is getting too large by reason of the "De­ 
tailed list of expenditures", whioh the 
law compels the board to include in its 
report. 
There are many ways in which 
money oonld be saved in the printing 
account without depriving the people of 
much interesting reading.

derson, of Whitewater; A. Bilker and 
others, of Racine; Banger, Rockwell & 
Go., of Milwaukee, and others, for money 
expended en the new university build­ 
ings en (account of charges in the ar­ 
chils t’s plans. 
Appropriating one p< r cent annually of 
all state license received from railway* 
telegraph and telephone companies to 
the state university. 
Appropriating Annually t > tbe State 
Agricultural society IO per cent of the 
premiums paid by it.

Appropriating $5,600 for the eatablifih- 
ment of a rifle range ut ar Camp Doug­ 
las. 
Appropriating $5,000 to the Wisconsin 
industrial school for girls. 
Appropriating $4,000 to the Wisconsin 
Dair> men’s association.

Arkansas City, Kan., April 18.—Th# 
wildest 
excitement 
prevails 
in

city, for the troops have taken up the pro­ 
cession to tho promised land and tho boom­ 
ers and sight-seers are following in their 
wake. 
Every camp is broken and tho 
people ar© on the move. 
All is bustle, 
confusion, and mud. Wednesday afternoon 
the rush began to get to the edge of the 
line, and every boomer was an “ Eli.” 
Never before were such crowds seen in a 
border city. 
More than ten thousand men, 
women, and children followed the soldiers 
across the Cherokee strip at daylight. 
There is no end to the people pouring 
into this city. 
Standing room in a dry 
place is at a premium, and such things as 
beds to sleep in and tables to eat from are 
out of the question. 
So far the people are 
good-natured and there is no sign of the 
trouble expected Sunday night and Mon­ 
day. 
G reat R ush a t C aldw ell. 
Caldwell, Kan., April 18.—The Okla­ 
homa excitement is at its height here. 
it 
is almost impossible to get along the streets, 
as the crowd is so dense. 
Five hundred 
wagons was the estimate placed on the 
arrivals of Wednesday, while the reports 
of those coming to-day double the amount. 
One townsite company will leave here to­ 
morrow morning for Lisbon, which will 
consist of at least five hundred men. 
Tho 
Rock Island stage-line outfit, consisting of 
160 horses with forty-five stages, has left 
for Pond Creek t get in readiness for tho 
rush. 
Capt. Woodson of tho Fifth cavalry 
says he will search evory outfit to make 
sure that there is no liquor of any descrip­ 
tion taken into Oklahoma. 
If he does ho 
will prevent no less than a dozen men, 
who are camped here with all the way 
from a ten-gallon keg to ten barrels of 
whisky, who intend opening saloons in 
Oklahoma.

AUSTRALIA’S WHEATiCROP. 


Heavy Shortage In th e Product o f the 
N orthern Colonies. 
New 
Y ork, April 
18.—A telegram 
from San Francisco says that the latest 
Australian advices by mail to date, March 
25, show even a greater deficiency in the 
wheat crops of the colonies than previously 
reported. 
The figures show a deficiency 
in New South Wales, Queensland, ani 
Tasmania of 8,750,000 bushels, while Vic­ 
toria, South Australia, and New Zealand 
have an available surplus of 9,500,000 
bushels, or 750,000 bushels more than tho 
deficiency of the other three colonies. 
It 
is also thought that South Africa will re­ 
quire a quantity equal to tbe surpluses of 
the two latter colonies—about 8,000,000 
bushels. 
An increased export movement 
in flour has also been reported to tho South 
Sea islands. 
There are still further in­ 
quiries in San Francisco for wheat for the 
colonies, and two more vessels have been 
chartered to load jrheat for Sydney within 
the lost few days. 


How a Boston D octor Successfully Oper­ 
ated on W ild B east’s Jaw. 
T he big black female leopard kept in 
one of the Boston museums was in lots 
of trouble last week. 
She would rise on 
her haunches and paw bet mouth with 
her fore feet and then would roll over on 
tho floor of her cage and moan pitifully. 
She could eat a little food of a soft nature 
but was unable to chew at all and could 
nout use her tongue to drink. 
Her keep­ 
ers made an examination of her mouth, 
where the trouble seemed to be, and found 
wedged in between her teeth, across tho 
roof of the cavity, a piece of wood about 
three indies in length and half an inch 
wide. 
All attempts to remove tho piece 
were unavailing, and as the mouth be­ 
came inflamed und caused increased pain 
the animal became very difficult 
to 
handle and was so savago that a wire 
screen had to be put in front of tho bars 
of her cage to prevent lier striking spec­ 
tators with her claws. 
The manager of the museum, says the 
Boston Herald, finally asked Dr. Al 
W atts to examine the leopard, and last 
Sunday the doctor decided he w6uld re­ 
move the wood. 
One of the museum 
men lassoed the creature an^l dragged her 
to the bars, where ropes were fastened to 
her legs and feet in such a way as to 
make it Impossible for her to move. 
A 
big rope was then held la front of her 
mouth and she grabbed it with avidity, 
endeavoring to tear it to pieces, but keep­ 
ing nor mouth open all the time. 
Dr. 
Watts then located tho ‘'silver,” forced a 
pair of forceps through tho flesh sur­ 
rounding it, and broko it In the center, 
afterward drawing the pieces from their 
lodging places. 
The beast was greatly 
relieved and is already able to freely cat 
and drink. 
The leopard is a full-grown 
one and has been especially savage. 
She was being moved from one cag6 to 
another, when she grabbed a piece of 
board and torc it to pieces, one of tho 
slivers catching between her teeth 
mentioned.

JOSEPH GOOK ALARMED. 


The Rev. Joseph Cook, who is all the 
tim e wandering over the country crying 
" « o ,” "w o”, was in Chicago Sunday. 
H e told his hearers th at' the Jesuits bad 
drawn swords “for the destruction of the 
grand public “school system of our laud’’ 
and that they would win unless women 
were given the b a llo t. 
That they could 
vote on sobool matters iu Massachusetts 
web all that had saved Boston and that 
state.—Tribune. 
Mr. Colk has many strange fears in 
regard to the Jesuits and the oommoD 
schools. 
As much as ten years ago Mr. 
Gook saw the coming of dark days 
for 
our 
common 
sobool 
system. 
Ha then thought the Gat! olios were 
conspiring to break np tbe free school 
plan, and that the time would not be far 
distant 
when the system would be 
crashed, or st least seriously crippled* 
by the growing opposition of Cathol­ 
icism . But there never was a limo in tbe 
history of common schools when this 
plan of edncating the boys and gin* of 
America, was more strongly grounded in 
the good will cf tbe American people 
than now. 
The Tribnne makes one point against 
Mr. Gook’s plea for tho enfranchisement 
of women whioh is well taken: 
While nearly all Catholics, both male 
and female, are opposed to female euf- 
frsge, yet if women were enfranchised 
they would soon be mustered at the polls, 
especially on all questions affecting their 
church or religion and its propagandises. 
At the election in Boston to which M r. 
Gook refers only a fraction of the Catho­ 
lic women voted, while the Protestant 
women, who were more familiar with the 
idea of female voting, turned oat almost 
ca masse. 
But the next time there is a 
religious excitement they may expeot to 
see a full female Catholic vote in that 
city. 
A ni then Mr. Gook will say that 
it was female suffrage that established 
sectarian public schools in Boston. 
Again: “So great is the number of 
these who are born Gatholijs, are now 
Nothingarians or Agnostics, that it weald 
be impossible, while men alone vote, 
to papalize the public schools. 
But for 
10,000 American Protestant women who 
woald cf at Protestant {votes if enfran­ 
chised there would be 25,000 domestics in 
their employ who would vote the other 
way and swamp tbe ballots of their mis­ 
tresses.

C om m issioner Stockslager E xplains the 
Law—Ready to Open Postoffice#. 


W 
a s h i n g t o n , April 18.—Commissioner 
Stockslager has made public a letter con­ 
cerning homestead entries in Oklahoma, in 
which, after describing the mode of pro­ 
perly making homestead entries, he says: 
“ Of two bona-fide settlers or claimants, 
the one whoso settlement or entry is prior 
in time will have the superior right. When 
the inception of the claim is simultaneous 
—that is, at the same time precisely—the 
legal right is equal, and the question can 
be decided according to the equities and 
the land awarded to the party having the 
superior equity, if any. 
If none, then it 
has been the practice to put the land up be­ 
tween the claimants and to award the 
right of entry to the one bidding the high­ 
est for the privilege. 
“ The act of March 2, 1889, enacts that 
until said lands are opened for settlement 
by proclamation of the President no person 
shall be permitted to enter upon and occu­ 
py the same, and no person violating this 
provision shall ever be permitted to enter 
any of said lands or acquire any right 
thereto. 
Tho President’s proclamation of 
March 23, 1889, calls attention expressly 
to this provision, and directs that it be 
strictly enforced. 
“ I am not prepared in advance of a case 
arising to give an opinion as to what par­ 
ticular act or acts will be considered a vio­ 
lation of tho law in this respect.” 
Arranging for Postoffices. 
The postoffice department officials are 
making active preparations for the imme­ 
diate opening of the two postoffices at 
Oklahoma—one at Kingfisher stage station 
and the other at Guthrie. 
Several post­ 
office inspectors are now on the ground ex­ 
amining proposed mail routes Into the 
country and between all important points. 
For the present all mail 
will enter the 
Territory over the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fe railroad to its southern terminus, 
and from there it will be carried forward 
by government contractors over regularly 
established routes. 
It is expected that the 
mail facilities will equal the needs of the 
settlers. 
Mail for the land-office towns 
and other principal points will probably 
go forward on the very day or at least on 
the day following the one on which the 
President’s proclamation goes into effect. 
Gen. Clarkson said to-day that probably 
twenty-five postofflces would be established 
in the new Territory within the next thirty 
days. 
If no better accommodations can 
be had postmasters will supply themselves 
with tents or whatever else can be made 
available for shelter. 
The prospective opening of the Oklahoma 
country has already resulted in application 
for charters for national banks to be es­ 
tablished there. 
These applications have 
raised a perplexing question, with which 
tho Attorney-General and the comptroller 
of the currency are now wrestling. 
The 
law provides that applications for authority 
to open national banks shall be on file for 
a year before charters are granted. 
The 
Territory of Oklahoma, however, has not 
been opep to settlement until now and con­ 
sequently there has heretofore been no oc­ 
casion tor applications for the establish* 


A B ig Factory Burned*

Milwaukee, Wis., April 18.—To all in­ 
tents and purposes tho Wisconsin Legisla­ 
ture of the year 1880 is a thing of tile past 
Tho formal adjournment will not take 
place until Friday afternoon, but the Leg­ 
islative body can transact no more busi­ 
ness and there is scarcely a corporal's 
S 
ard of State solons left at the capital, 
many respects this has been a wonderful 
Legislature. 
Wonderfully 
energetic 
in 
passing a certain class of measures and 
wonderfully derelict in attending to an­ 
other class. 
But very little headway was 
made in legislating against corporations. 
Tho railroads got everything they wanted 
and but very little of what they didn’t 
want. 
Every 
one 
of 
tho 
bills di­ 
rected 
at sle?pmg-car, 
express, 
tele­ 
phone, and telegraph 
companies fail­ 
ed. 
Several made a hard struggle for 
life, but tho opposition was too powerful. 
Only two survived—a harmless measure re­ 
lating to the duties of the railroad commis­ 
sioner in hearing complaints, and tho other 
was tho co-employe law. 
The latter was a 
compromise in order to head off the Wi- 
nans bill, which was thought to bo toe 
sweeping. 
The compromise has been ap­ 
proved by Gov. Hoard. 
Thoro were three 
or four little bills pertaining to railroads to 
which the companies made little or no op­ 
position—namely, tho requirement that 
turntables be kept locked, and that trees 
and brush be cleared away from the inter­ 
section of tracks with the public highways. 
Every one of tho various measures seeking 
to tax express and sleeping-car companies 
was either defeated or abandoned. 
Tho session was longer than that of any 
Legislature which has met since the earlier 
years of tho war. 
Its length will be 101 
days, which is almost double the average 
length of sessions. The total number of bills 
introduced in tho two houses was 1,351, a 
record unprecedented in tho history of tho 
State. 
About 800 of theso bills 
were 
killed. 
Of the remainder about 50 por cent 
are of a trivial or technical character, in 
which the public has no general interest. 
TJie Governor vetoed five bills, ono of 
which was passed notwithstanding his ob­ 
jections and by an almost unanimous 
vote. 
A satisfactory feature of the session is 
the fact that tho appropriations do not ex­ 
ceed the revenues of tho State, so that it 
will not bo necessary to levy a State tax. 
Ip this respect tho Legislature deserves to 
bo c o m m e n d e d . 
Very few appropriations 
Wpfe made, and those that passed wero for 
worthy purposes. 
Tho principal features of the session 
were the introduction pf the Taylor rail­ 
road bill and the m^feorahle debate which 
ensued; tbp struggle between tho railroads 
and the engineers over tho enactment of a 
co-employe law; tho in vestigation of tho 
State printing; tho fight over tho bill to 
purchase ground^ for the tho State Agri­ 
cultural society; the debates upou the bills 
to regulate tho practice of medicine; to 
abolish tho office of Stato treasury agent; 
to forbid tho teaching of German and other 
foreign languages in the public schools; 
the* bill for a soldiers’ memorial hall and 
for a gymnasium at the Stato university. 
The Ashland division bill brought to Mad­ 
ison tho largest crowd of tho session, tho 
Hurloy portion of which wont home very 
much cast down. 
Mr. Bennett’s bill, 
“ Concerning tho 
Education of Children,” has passed both 
Houses, and will probably become A lawn 
It is a good joke on the opponents of 
Pond’s parochial-school bill, as it practi­ 
cally covers tho same ground, and slipped 
by them without their noticing it. 
It pro­ 
vides that every child between tho agos of 
7 and 14 shall be compelled to attend some 
school, public or private, at least twelve 
weeks each year, and that tho boards of 
education or other similar officials shall 
decide what tho minimum time shall be, 
provided that tho compulsory period shall 
not be more than twenty-four weeks. 
The 
attendance thus provided shall be consecu­ 
tive. 
Every neglect or failure on the part 
of persons having control of children shall 
render them liable to from $3 to $‘20 for­ 
feit th tho school fund for each offense, and 
each absence of a week or part of a week 
shall constitute a separate offense.

S p r i n g f i e l d , III., April 18.—The Senate 
Wednesday passed tho Crawford primary 
election bill, which puts the control of 
primary elections in the hands of the cen­ 
tral committees of the different parties. 
The bill introduced in tho House by Mr. 
Hages, now on tho order of third reading, 
and which may be reached this week, puts 
the management of primaries under con­ 
trol of the election commissioners. 
This is 
the Lenan-Washburn bill. 
The probability 
is that it will bo abandoned and the Senate 
bill passed by the House in order to avoid 
any conflict. 
Senator Johns* Australian 
election bill was read a third timo in the 
Senate. 
The Senate also passed the fish-culture 
bill, the bill requiring tax-payers to swear 
to tho correctness of their property lists, 
and the bill providing that half the mem­ 
bers of boards of supervisors in counties 
having township ^organization shall be 
elected each year for tho term of two 
years, In order that half the members shall 
retire each year. 
Mr. Hurst’s bill, which has passed the 
Houso and now only requires the Gover­ 
nor’s signature to become a law, makes an 
important change in tho law relating to the 
liens of judgments of Federal courts, as it 
provides that hereafter the judgments of 
such courts shall be only a lien upon prop­ 
erty when recorded in the county where tho 
property is situated. 
The bill gives effect 
to an act passed by the Lth Congress pro­ 
viding that judgments rendered in a circuit 
or district court within any Stato shall be 
liens on property throughout such Stato in 
the same manner and to tho same extent 
and under the same conditions as if such 
judgments and decrees had been rendered 
by a court of general jurisdiction of such 
State.

Serious Accident W hile a Corner-Stone

L ondon, April 18.—While tho Marquis

THE COMMITTEE PURCHASE A COMPLETE 
OUTFIT IN CHICAGO. 
The committee of the Janesville Fire 
Police Company, consisting of Messrs. 
8. 0. Burnham,E. B. Heimstreet and 
H. F. Bliss, visited Ohioago yesterday, 
and spent the day visiting the several 
establishments and manufacturing firms 
dealing in fire department supplies and 
wagons, as well SB the fire patrol com­ 
panies of Ghicago. The committee gain­ 
ed much valuable information by this 
visit, as they were given every opportun­ 
ity to make a thorough inspection of 
patrol companies and their outfits. 
They finally purchased the complete 
outfit for use in this city, consisting of 
tarpanlins, fire 
extinguishers, axes, 
crowbars, picks, ropes, stakes, etc. 
They purchased of the Chicago fire 
patrol company 4,320 square feet of tar­ 
paulins , being of the same material as 
those need by that company, which bas 
been generally adopted by similar com­ 
panies in all cities using thij kind of 
apparatus in fire departments. The tar­ 
paulins are of 
various sizes, and in 
abundance to coverup and protect an 
immense quantity of goods of every de­ 
scription . 
They purchased two of the Baboook 
improved fire extinguishers to be carried 
on the patrol wagon, with all necessary 
auxiliaries. These extinguishers differ 
materially from the ordinary kind, in that 
they are manufactured so that they are 
to be carried into a building by one [or 
two men, having handles for this purpose. 
This is considered a great advantage 
over the old style the I had to be strapped 
on a man’s back, especially when abuild­ 
ing filled with smoke is to be entered* 
These extinguishers are of sufficient ca­ 
pacity to extinguish almost any fire when 
caught in its incipiency, and will be 
found of great benefit to the department. 
The other portions of the parapherna­ 
lia purchased is of the latest improved 
Pateros. The whole outfit 
will 
be 
shipped here some time next week. 
The Empire Cross* Spring Co, builders of 
the patrol wagon, are crowding the work 
right along as fast as possible. They 
expeot to have the whole wagon put up 
sometime to-morrow, and by next week 
it will be ready for the paint shop, and a 
week or ten days after that ready tor ser­ 
vice. 
The members of .the fire police com­ 
pany are expending considerable sums 
of money in making this new addition to 
t he fire service as complete as possible, 
and when completed they propose to 
make it one of the handsomes I and most 
useful pieces of fire apparatus ii/ the 
oity. 
Nearly a thousand dollars have already 
been expended for horses, harness, wag­ 
on , etc,, and much more will be requir­ 
ed b efore the thing is wholly completed, 
besides the salary of the driver. 
Al 
this expense is being borne by the mem ~ 
hers cf the company. True, next Feb­ 
ruary they will receive the insurance tax 
which will amount to nearly eight hun­ 
dred dollars, but this will not half reim­ 
burse the spot cash expended at this 
time. It will take at least three years of 
insurance tax to fully reimburse the 
company. By amendment to the charter 
the city is to furnish stabling and feed 
for the patrol horses and a place to 
bouse the ^ agon. At the recent meeting 
of the council the company was assigned 
quarters in the east side engine house.

Lea A n g e le s , Cal., April 7, 1889.— 
Thinking that there may possibly be a 
few who are still interested in California, 
I will endeavor for their benefit to give 
somewhat of an idea of the progress we 
have been making of late in spite of the 
reported “busted boom.” 
We have passed a very pleasant win­ 
ter ; had some frost, bnt not enough to 
damage anything except the bananas and 
calla fillies, and then but very little, al­ 
though extremely sensitive. 
Our early 
rains which came in November, wsre 
very heavy; from that time until the 
middle of March our rainfall was only 
moderate, having now and then a night 
or day’Brain. Bnt about the middle cf 
March we had a heavy rain lasting about 
four days and three nights altogether, 
and doing the country an immense 
a mount of good, but doing it little or no 
damage to speak of, much to the con­ 
trary of whioh some of the eastern pa­ 
pers stated. It is amusing sometimes to 
notice ,the exaggerated reforts whioh 
spread through the [east, concerning on* 
country, to damage it or visa versa. For 
instance, a Kentucky family living in the 
southern part of Los Angeles, were star­ 
tled by receiving a telegram from their 
friends at home, anxiously inquiring if 
they 
were 
alive 
and 
all 
right 
since 
the 
flood, 
and after 
get­ 
ting an explanation Jrom them found 
that they had read that the water rushed 
through the streets in Los Angeles and 
drowned a great many people 
This late heavy rain has assured the 
bee-keeper, rancher, and farmer that he 
will Lave a good honey, frnit and grain 
orop this year, and in fact it will make 
times better generally. The mountains 
are heayily capped with snow which tells 
that we will have plenty of water all 
summer and there is a possibility of our 
getting more ram yet. 
It is somewhat dull here just now as 
well as in all of the eastern states, and 
the “big boom” has partially subsided 
that is tho braes band and free lunch paift 
of it, otherwise it is nearly the same aa 
ever. Exchange of property is not going 
on at quite such a lively speed as it was* 
but the country is better off in one 
sense of the word for that, as it has now 
settled down to a itrictly business basis 
and real estate transfers and building are 
taking place in a good substantial man­ 
ner. 
Beautiful four and five story brick 
blooks have been built in Los Angeles 
during the past year, beside a great nam 
ber which ere under construction at 
present writing. There are hundreds of 
capitalists here working for the interests 
this 
oity, 
and 
it 
is 
bound 
to become in the near future. 
a oity of as great importance as Ch cago. 
It is the terminus or on the line of the 
three greatest railroad lines in the United 
State, viz.* tho Union Pacific, Southern 
Pacific and Santa Fe. It has now a pop­ 
ulation of over eighty thousand. 
There are a great many industries 
whioh a person can engage in here that 
are paying and profitable, several of 
which are as yet in their infancy, for in­ 
stance, more fruit canneries, dryers and 
evaporators are needed in and aro md 
Los Angeles. 
The dairy business is good also, there 


beiDg only a few here, butter and oheese 
umally hold a good price and milk al­ 
ways sells in the oity at ten cents per 
juart. Poultry raising is paying. Eggs 
are never less than fifteen cents per dozen 
and are sometimes as high as fifty cents. 
However the usnal price while high is 
thirty-five and forty cents. Chickens 
always bring a good price. 
I will give some of the late Los An 
gelee market prices.

by the bushel, but by the IOO lbs. instead. 


Baker*—Per month. $30 to ISO

Now I have give you a good idea of 
California prices on about everything 
except land, whioh can be purchased at 
from $15.00 to $50.00 per acre and up­ 
wards; unimproved and improved from 
$100 upwards to $1000 per acre. 
We have just picked our oranges and 
lemons, of which we had a real good 
crop. We have about sixteen three year 
old orange trees, which average one box 
per tree, and two three year old lemon 
trees which average about two boxes per 
tree, of either of these 
only 
rai»e 
enough for our own use. 
The peach, 
pear, apricot and apple trees are in bloom 
and 
the 
grapes 
are leaving out. 
Nearly all spring garden truck is up, 
which has been planted Bino* the last 
ram. 
The Hawes are just in their glory, ea- 
peooially the roses and calla fillies are 
entermg the heigth (of their season now. 
I suppose it would seem strange to you 
to pick a fresh boquet of from eight to 
ten oalla fillies each week, gas; I do; also 
every few days one of from eight to ten 
varieties of ohoioe rose J, and still leave 
dozens of fillies aud roses on the bush­ 
es. 
The great gold excitement in lowar 
California has about susided, although 
at one time the people were quite an­ 
timitotic about it. Gold is being found 
Gccabsionlym foot hills around 
Los 
Angeles but not in sufficient quantities to 
pay for mining. 
We hear the past winter bas been very 
mild in Wisconsin, yet the papers have 
beea full of accounts of sickness during 
this time, showing that a mild winter is 
not healthy in that country. However. 
we would call it mild here as the mer­ 
cury is seldom less than 50 degrees 
above. 
You must not imagine from this t u t 
our summers are warmer than [in South­ 
ern Wisconsin, [as they are not. The 
oool ocean breeze begins cooling off the 
stmoslphere about IO oolook p. rn 
thus making the days anything but sui - 
try like they often are book there, and 
the nights are always oool. A person 
needs almost as muoh bedding iu the 
summer as in the winter. 
The new Santa Fe railroad runs within 
one-half mile of us. and the Union Pa­ 
cific railroad whioh is to run from Salt 
Lake City to the ocean via. Los Angeles 
have surveyed about three rods east of 
our line, at the junction of these two 
roads, about one-half mile distant from 
us, a town site has been laid out. lls 
name is Manhatten, and new bouses are 
being built upon it and one botel. I 
suppose that a great many readera of the 
Gazette have by this time heard of 
the death of Dr. F. D. Seeber, of Orange, 
California, the gentleman who brought 
our excursion to the Pacific coast three 
years ago last September; also returned 
to Rook county about two years ago, I 
believe, and brought out another excur­ 
sion. It was very sadden. In company 
with his wife and a gentleman be was 
out boating, on Newport Bay, near 
Orange, and seeing Borne game hastily 
reached to the oenter of the boat for bis 
gun, and in pulling it to him the ham­ 
mer came in contact with the seat above 
it in such a way as to discharge the en­ 
tire contents in bis side directly under 
the right arm, making a terrible wound.
